The Debate Lasted All Through 
the Afternoon and the 
Evening Sesson 


After a debate lasting through: 
out the afterneon and on till mid- 
night the Legislature passed on 
Premier’s motion to go into com- 
mittee of the whole on the rail- 
way guarantee resolutions. The 
vote was unanimously in favor, 
the Opposition not asking for a 
division. " 

The feature of the debate was 
the baekdown of the Opposition 
forces. After denouncing + the 
policy of the administration in the 
strongest language » throughout 
the afternoon a collapse came. 
When the vote was called ther 
was not one of the seven who de- 
sired to go on record as opposed 
to the policy of development 
which the Premier had outlined 
The bills will come up in the 
House today, and it is expect-’ 
ed by the end of the week they 
will be finally passed.

E. Michener, leader of the Opposi- 
tien, in eontinuing the debate on the 
railway policy said that after al) the 
Weeks of waiting for the announce- 
ment of the’government’s railway pol- 
cy and the withholding of frank in- 
formation un the part of the leader 
of the government from the members 
cf the House, it was not surprising 
find that the Premier instead of form- 
ulating a policy of his own had adopt- 
ed as his policy a private bill which 
he had repudiated when it was under 
discussion, a bill known as an amend- | 
ment-to the Canadian Northern West- 
ern Railway Act. If the Opposition 
had been called upon to suggest a rail- 
way policy, they wcluld have suggested 
a policy which would have dictated 
terms to the railway corporations, re 
ther than having a policy which al-! 
lowed the railway Corporations to dic- 
tate terms to government. Whether 
the .government policy ‘meant very 
much in actual railway ccnstructioa 
or not they could only judge from the 
failure of the railway companies in 
the past to live up to their undertak- | 
ings. The criticism of that policy 
which thé Opposition had to make was | 
that instead of supplying the province 
with railway development which tt 
weeded, it merely served tc. tie up the 


railway development to a company 
which had only carried out 277 miles 


of construction out of 940 miles of 
railway for which the government) 
guaranteed bonds three years ago and 
which should have been completed 
by the 3ist Deeember last. It did mt 
look reasonable to give a further guar- 
antee of bonds for 1813 miles with- 
vut reazonable assurance that that 
mileage would be built within the time 
required by the bill, It was holding 
out a false hope to the people of ‘the 
province. The lines which the govern- 
ment now proposed to guarantee dit 
not even touch many parts of the 1ab-

In view of the 
amazing fact that only 277 miles had 
been constructed of the mileage guar- 
anteed three years ago it was quite 
evident that the railway corporations 
were not in‘a position to cvertake the 
necessary construction which was re- 
quired to encourage immigration and 
for,the development of the province 
generally. Were they in face of that 
fact to stake their future prospects 
in regard to railway develcipment ‘o 
a broken reed and pledge the credit 
of the province to the breaking point? 
Says Government Should Build, 
Mr, Michener preceeded to estigate 
the total credit of the provinee in- 
curred in guaranteeing bonds of the 
various railway companies by the jJate 
government three years ago and py 
the present government. He gald the 
principal sum guaranteed wag $61,- 
290,000, and the interest guarantee 
$78,511,600, Making a total guarantoe 
of $129,891,000, That meant that they 
were practically tying up the credit of 
the province for at least a generation 
to come ,and the precluding of any 
succeeding government to undertake 
railway construction as a government 
enterprise, The Edmontem and Dun- 
| vegan line granted under a Dominion 
charter was now to be guaranteed by 
the province, and they were to strain 
} the credit of the province to guarantee 
a line over which they had-no pro- 
vineial control. Such a policy savor- 
ed very much af the A. & G.W. case. 
Why should the goVernment give tne 
railway companies valuable townsites 
which in many cases covered a large 
percentage of the cost of construc- 
lion? He charged the government 
with bartering with the railway com- 
panies for the ccnstruction of Trail- 
ways in the constituencies represented 
by members of the government. They 
were not there, he said, to buiid rail- 
ways in the interest of any political 
party. Jf the tirst minister had been 
true to the trust of the people he 
would have taken over the A. & G.W, 
line and completed it as a government 
undertaking. If that had been done 
the province would now be enjoying 
some of the fruits which would have 
flowed from that construction.

Found Fault With Liberal Consistency 
T. M. Tweedie, Calgary, found fault 
with the railway policy of the govern- 
ment in that in return for the gov- 
ernment guaranteeing the bonds «of 
these companies the province Was not 
to get one privilege in return, The 
present government had propounded 
no railway policy whatever, but had 
simply taken, with all its defects the 
policy bequeathed to them by the late 
government, a government forced out 
of office on. account of its bad 
railway policy. Further than that 
the present government had increased 
the guarantee given by the late gov- 


ernment for $13,000 to $20,000 ver 
mile.
